For many years the idea of optional city managership for 
jities of the third class in Pennsylvania has been presented in 
the General Assembly. And just as often it has been defeated 
due to the lobbying of those who might lose some political pre­ 
ferment by such a plan. 
The time seems to be here when Pennsylvania cities of 
the third class should be permitted to say whether or not they 
want a city manager. Not a mandatory bill, but an optional 
bill, one which would permit the citizens of the cities to say 
whether they want such a plan. 
There has always been much to say for the city manager 
plan, looking at it from a standpoint of more efficient govern­ 
ment. But today the idea stands out far clearer. 
Mayors and counciimen today are paid salaries that com-' 
pare with semi-skilled labor. Skilled mechanics outstrip third 
class officials in the matter of compensation. 
Under the city manager plan the mayor and council 
would be rhore or less advisory. They would make policy, 
establish procedure, levy taxes and be responsible for the 
proper administration of city affairs. Hired by them would be 
a city manager, usually an engineer or an executive with engi­ 
neering knowledge, who acts much as the superintendent of 
•city affairs. 
Council meetings would be held in the evenings, just as 
•are school board meetings. Thus, executives, businessmen, 
■ professional men and others of ability would be interested in 
•standing for office as a civic service which would not compete 
with their income producing time 
From a financial standpoint alone the plan would save 
money for cities of the third class. Presently the total salary

Wishful Dreamihg? 
(By HOLMES ALEXANDER) 


WASHINGTON. D. C., Jan. 9.—Joseph Conrad, no statesman but 
a gifted dbmmentator on mankind, once described the art of writing 
in t e r m s that have some application to statecraft. Conrad said that he 
hoped to make his reader hear, feel and see, for these things are the 
irreducible minimum« to which a reader is entitled. However, said 
Conrad, to be completely successful, a writer must 
the reader 
“that giimpse of ¿ruth for which he had forgotten to ask. 
Those eleven words in quotation marks are the difference between 
commonplace writing and creative literature, and I’m not sure they 
aren’t also the difference between good-enough political leadership 
and the sort of inspired statesmanship for which the nation is now 
yearning. 
Enough Speech-Making 
We have had, heaven knows, enough speech-making and viewing 
with alarm to make us hear, feel and even see the world crisis in which 
we are engulfed. Some of it is oratorical hokum, some is plam propa­ 
ganda and some is hard fact. But where’s there a statesman who has 
related all the words and statistics to the big varieties of the time in 
which we live? 
Except for a new enemy and new weapons to kill each other with, 
is this time so different from times that went before? We would do, 
I believe, a lot better in this crisis if somebody disabused us of the 
notion that we are entitled to live without fighting any more than 
our forefathers were. We need some fundamental and everlasting 
truths to go on. as well as facts and rhetoric. Somebody would.deserve 
well of the Republic if he pointed out that the usual state of the world 
has always been war, not peace. It would help a lot for the country 
to be told that Big Four conferences and United Nations “cease fire” 
edicts are very unlikely to remove the menace which hangs over us. 
Certainly one of the reasons for our unpreparedness, both military 
and mental, is over-belief in peace-talk and in the ability of the UN 
to save us from war. Certainly one of our weaknesses is the wishful 
dream that our age is different; that we deserve peace simply because 
we desire it. 
Sense Of Disillusionment 
This sense of disillusionment, even of pettish anger over being 
deceived, runs through a great deal of our feeling toward World War 
III. The attitude of betrayed innocense is one that the enemy constantly 
plays upon. Why else do the Russian and Chinese diplomats talk so 
much about peace? It is not because they believe in these words, but 
because they think that we do. They hope-—and they’re probably right 
—that our fiber has been weakened by the idea that the world started 
to change for the better circa 1945. 
Well, it didn’t and we need to cut away from such delusions and 
others like them. It would be better, also, if we heard a lot less talk 
about defending our friends, upholding democracy and preserving the 
peace. These are not the prime purposes for which we may soon be 
called upon to fight. Friendships between nations are uncertain at 
best. Both Russia and China were on our side only a few yearp ago. 
Germany. Italy and Japan were against us. Outside of the English- 
speaking peoples, there is not a single nation of whom we are sure 
this time. Democracy happens to be a particular blessing of ours, but 
it has very little to do with the balance of world power. And peace 
is something we cannot have simply by choosing to have it. The sort 
of talk we need today is very different. 
Need Some Statesman To Tell Us 
For we need some statesman to tell us. in glowing and penetrating 
words, that this is the same world In which we have always had to 
fight in order to survive. Once this truth is accepted, we might shake 
off the posture of prayerful waiting Which seems to prevail. We might 
demand that our leaders put first things first. If Russia needs another 
two years to prepare, why should we allow her that time of grace? 
If we need to Use Nationalist Chinese troops in Korea or elsewhere, 
why do we hesitate? If we need to find out exactly how many divisions 
our North Atlantic Pact partners can and will supply, why stand on 
ceremony? The glimpse of truth we need today is that the world is as 
savage as it ever was and that we, perhaps are more alone than we 
ever were. 
It is one of the oldest truths of all that no wars are won. and 
few are avoided, by wishing they didn’t exist. The best way to get rid 
of a war is to go ahead and fight it, if you must. Peace, as Conrad said 
about truth, is more likely to come when you have forgotten to ask 
for it.

Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Amer­ 
ican Air Force officer, was born 
in Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 24, 1899.

Price Mark-Ups

WASHINGTON, 
Jan 
9 —The 
senate agriculture committee staff 
will begin this week to collect ma­ 
terial for use in drafting legisla­ 
tion to control middleman mark­ 
ups on food and clothing prices. 
This 
was 
disclosed today 
by 
Committee Chairman Ellender <D) 
La., who is planning to sponsor the 
"mark-up control” measure. 
Ellender said that as soon as his 
committee 
staff 
has 
laid 
the 
groundwork, he will hold public 
hearings to find out normal mark­ 
ups charged by wholesalers and re­ 
tailers and how much they have 
been exceeded since the outbreak 
of the Korean war. 
He said his present plan is to 
amend 
the 
defense 
production 
act 
to 
make 
it 
a 
punishable 
offense for the middleman be­ 
tween producer and consumer to 
exceed customary mark-ups. 
The proposal is intended to an­ 
swer an expected move by Presi 
dent Truman to remove the sec 
tion of the defense production act 
which bans ceilings on prices of 
farm commodities which are below 
parity. 
Prevents Price Controls 
This section prevents price con­ 
trols on many food items. 
In announcing his mark-up con­ 
trol plan. Ellender told newsmen: 
“These high prices are not re­ 
sulting from increased costs of the 
raw 
products 
themselves. 
The 
wholesalers, jobbers and retailers 
are piling these costs on the Ameri 
can people”. 
Ellender 
predicted 
that 
two 
weeks of hearings would give “a 
pretty fair picture of what the cus­ 
tomary 
mark-ups are 
and 
how 
much they have been violated ”. 
He said that the parity provision 


in the control law is needed to 
“protect the farmer and give him 
an incentive to produce”. 
A mark-up control, he declared, 
would be directed at the “gouger” 


who encourages inflation by boost­ 
ing his mark-ups. 
Ellender declared: 
"He’s the scoundrel in the whole 
picture". 


Ellender predicted that with a 
mark-up control law on the books 
“the people can be their own po­ 
licemen." reporting dealers who 
boost prices unfairly to authorities.

Prominent

law may hold him accountable for 
fire, which spreads from his prem­

damages 
surrounding 
property, if the cause cafa be traced 
to his negligence. 
Many cases are on record in 
which building owners have had to 
pay damages for fire destruction 
to adjoining properties, according 
to Fire Chief H. F. Steinbnnk. 
Some reasons for court awards 
have been faulty flues, improperly 
stored goods that hinder fire fight­ 
ers. and rubbish-littered buildings 
and grounds. 
Europe’s fire 
laws 
are more 


stringent than in this country. 
This may be one big reason why 
our per capita fire loss is four 
times as great. On the continent, 
the owner who suffers property 
loss must prove to the satisfaction 
of the police that he didn’t start 
or contribute to the fire through 
negligence. Cuba goes even fur­ 
ther. 
The property owner lan­ 


guishes in jail while the causes» of 
the fire are investigated. 
Chief Steinbrink does not be­ 
lieve America should adopt such 
dictatorial practices, but he does 
believe that p r o p e r t y owners 
should observe 
local 
fire ordi­ 
nances. 
Reliable automatic 
fire 
detection and extinguishing sys­ 
tems are advocated for large busi- 


ness establishments and plants, and 
automatic 
alarms, 
directly con­ 
nected to the fire department are 
also beneficial.

I reported to the Republi­ 
can caucus room at the state capi- 
tol and it was there that we de­ 
cided to nominate our officers for 
the following term. 
Herbert P 
Sorg of Elk county was our choice 
as the speaker of the house. This 
is his sixth term in the House of 
Representatives and I believe him 
to be a most capable man. 
Mr. 
Sorg served as the speaker of the 
house at the last term and on 
Tuesday he was successfully elect­ 
ed to serve in that capacity again. 
He is an attorney by profession 
and he clearly demonstrated his 
great ability to direct the business 
on the floor of the house before 
we adjourned Tuesday. 
Sworn By Woodside 
“Shortly after the session had 
opened all the members rose at 
their desks and were sworn into 
office by Judge Woodside of the 
Dauphin county common 
pleas 
court. We came onto the floor in 
two groups, Republicans and Dem­ 
ocrats, and took our assigned seats 
with the Republicans on the left 
side of the house and the Demo­ 
crats on the right# side. 
“Several resolutions were intro­ 
duced and enacted which concern­ 
ed the organization of the Assem-

Some Impressions 
“So far I have been impressed 
with the close similarity between 
this new experience and my days 
at college. The new men are more 
or less expected to find things out 
for themselves although many of 
the experienced assemblymen are 
a great help to those of us who 
are inexperienced. 
William Mc­ 
Cullough, Lawrence county’s rep­ 
resentative from the second dis­ 
trict. took the time to guide me 
around and I am indeed indebted 
to him. The citizens of Harrisburg 
appear to treat us in much the 
same way college town people 
treat their college students. Many 
of the legislators refer to them­ 
selves as being classmates of those 
who have served the came num­ 
ber of terms.

the legislators are young nfien and 
my impression is that the majority 
of them are intelligent and fair. 
There are supposed to be 207 rep­ 
resentatives in the house.

41 are serving their first term. 
Many Are Amazed 
Many people have visited the 
House of Representatives while it 
was in session and were amazed to 
see the seemingly shocking be­ 
havior of the members while busi­ 
ness was being conducted. There 
is an absence of debate oratory so 
that one could well come away 
from such a visit with a feeling 
that he had witnessed a very dis 
appointing show. 
"The reason for this bad impres­ 
sion to the public is largely due to 
the fact that the controversial is­ 
sues are first hotly debated in 
secret sessions by the individual 
party groups. 
These sessions are 
known as the caucus meetings held 
both by the Democrats and the 
Republicans. 
By the time the 
members reach the floor of the 
house nearly every one has made 
up his mind how he will vote and 
so the endless polling of the mem­ 
bers an^ the die hard speeches 
become dull occurrences. 
Visitors and new members are 


inclined to be discouraged and to 
feel that democracy has failed 
when they first come into contact 
with this situation. 
I wouldn’t 
agree that one need hold to so 
pessimistic an attitude. A bill de­ 
bated on the floor from the outset 
can quickly become involved in a 
purely political scuffle. 
By con­ 
sidering it alone among your own 
party members the political issues 
are absent and the true merits of 
the bill can be discussed. 
There 
is more opportunity for complete 
discussion also as it is useless for 
one member to seek public acclaim 
by dominating the debate since the 
public is absent and all comments 
are supposedly kept secret. 
Of 
course a majority opinion is reach­ 
ed but no one is bound to follow 
it. 
Any pressure that is exerted 
naturally comes at this point. 
A 
representative shouldn't enter a 
caucus without some understand­ 
ing as to the feeling of his con­ 
stituents on the bill involved. Let­ 
ters and cards from the voters 
themselves are always good evi­ 
dence of the opinion of the people 
and I will always welcome corre­ 
spondence addressed to me 
Robert M. White.

An undisclosed amount of Amer­ 
ican arms and equipment is being 
channeled

China to bolster Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek’s army and to de­ 
fend Formosa ap in st a Chinese 
Communist invasion. 
John A. Ohly, acting director of 
the military aid program, said the 
flow began “six weeks or two 
months ago’’ under the authoriza­ 
tion to earmark 453 million dollars 
for defense purposes in “the gen­ 
eral area of China.”

Here, American and other U. N.

Red patrols already had knifed 
13 miles southeast from enemy- 
captured Osan to within 11 miles 
of Chonan, important junction on 
Korea’s principal rail-highway art­ 
ery running down from Seoul to 
the peninsula’s southeast corner 
In the middle of the receding 
front, approximately 140,000 North 
Kotrean and Chinese Red soldiers 
massed around fallen Wonju and 
shot spearheads as much as 15 
miles beyond that city against 
counter-attacking UN troops. 
Eighty Miles From Waegwan 
These enemy vanguards thrust 
within 80 air miles north of Waeg­ 
wan 
which was the northwest 
anchor tip of fche rectangular Pu­ 
san perimeter. Wonju is 95 air 
miles above Waegwan. 
Below Wonju, enemy forward 
patrols were reported within only 
about 10 miles of the major mid- 
Korean communications center of 
Chungju. 
In this area, the invaders were 
attempting to swing behind the

and block the iatter’s withdrawal

PREVENT MASTITIS IN THE 
DAIRY HERD 
The old proverb about an ounce 
of prevention being worth a pound 
of cure certainlv applies to mas­ 
titis in dairy cows. 
The loss to dairymen is reduced 
milk production and heard re­ 
placements 
is 
tremendous 
\ 
great deal of this loss could be 
prevented 
An inflammation of 
the udder, mastitis may be either 
of two kinds—acute or chronic. 
Chronic mastitis is the more dan­ 
gerous form because it is more dif­ 
ficult 
to detect and 
recognize. 
Many of the new drugs have a 
definite place in the control of 
this disease but preventing trou­ 
ble before it occurs is more eco­ 
nomical and practical. 
Bacteria causing mastitis are 
present in nearly all udders and 
teats of all cows. When a portion 
of the udder is injured the bac­ 
teria gain a foothold and trouble 
begins. 
Stepped on teats and udders in 
small, cramped, narrow stalls is 
one of the biggest contributing 
factors 
in 
the 
prevalence 
and 
spread 
of 
mastitis. 
Providing 
S stalls of proper size for cows is 
one way to help prevent mastitis. 
Remodeling jobs on old. out-dated 
cow stalls often pay for themselves 
In a short time in a higher level 
of milk production 
More 
bedding 
in 
stanchions 
helps 
prevent 
mastitis. 
Cold 
damp, bare floors are not the con 
ditions a cow’s udder needs to re 
main healthy. 
Economizing on 
bedding is risky and can lead to 
serious outbreak of mastitis 
Proper 
ventilation 
without 
drafts is absolutely essential to 
keep cows’ udders healthy, 
barn door or window left open 
particularly in cold weather, can 
seriously chill an udder with the 
result that mastitis may occur. 
Another preventative is the prop­ 
er usu of milking machines. Leav­ 
ing tnem on too long causes In­ 
jury to delicate udder tisssue and 
lets bacteria gain a foothold. 
A 
recommended plan of managed 
milking is the safest procedure. 
Most cows can be milked out by 
a machine in three to five minutes. 
Adjust vacuum and pulsations ac­ 
cording to the manufacturers di­ 
rections. 
High door sills and slippery 
walks also contribute to injured 
udders. 
Sand or super-phosphate 
sprinkled on walks help keep cows 
from slipping. 
Not all cases of mastitis can be 
prevented. 
When trouble occurs 
call a veterinary. 
Prompt and 
proper treatment of mastitis is as 
important as helping to prevent 
the disease. 
Using a little care 
and common sense can save a 
great deal in lost milk production 
and lost cows. Cow comfort, care 
in housing conditions, and proper 
Use of the milking machine all 
are important factors in the pre­ 
vention and control of mastitis.
